Acme 1s the height of a diſeaſe : Many diſtem- 
pers have four Periods, the firſt is called agx3 or 
the beginning, when the matter is but yer raw, 
aSit were, and unripe;the ſecond is 4re2e91s the 
growth or increaſe, when the morbihick matter 
becomes a little digeſted and ripened ; the third 
is axun, When *tis filly and compleatly fo; the 
fourth is n@gaxua, or the declenſcor of a diſltemper 
when its rage i$abated, and the Patient is judge 

- beyond danger, for none die in the declention of a 
diſeaſe : 'This diverſity of periods ariſes from the 
bloods imbibing of crude juices, which have their 
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times of crudity, maturation, or ripening , de- 
feftion, and volatility; and thus the caſe may be 
ſaid to ſtand in Fevers and other diſtempers. 

Acopum is a medicine which applied by fomen- 
tation, allays the ſence of wearineſs, contrafted by 
a too violent motion of the body, compounded 
of warming and mollifying ingredients. 

Acc(mia is an ill ſtate of health, joined with the 
loſs of colour in the face. 

Acouſtica are medicines which help the hearing. 

Acraſia. is the exceſs or predominancy of 
one quality above another in mixture. 

Acriſia is when a diſtemper is in ſo uncertain 
and ffuctuating a condition, that the Phyſitian 
can hardly paſs a right Judgment uponit. 

Acr.c 'o1um is a ſpecies of warts. 

Acromum is the upper proceſs, or increaſe of 
the ſhoulder-blade, or the top of the ſhoulder 
where the neck-bones are joined with the ſhoul- 
der-blades. 

Acromphalum is the middle of the Navel, 

Acros is the height and vigor of diſeaſes, as alſo 
it ſignifies the prominency of bones, the rops of 
fingers, and of pants. 

Acrotes is the vigor, top, and extremity of any 
thing, as ſulphnreous and faline particles exalted 
ad  xp6]nras that is, brought to the moſt exalted 
vigour their nature is capable of. 

Atiois an Operation or Function, which men 
perform either by the body alone,or by both body 
and mind ; and it is either animal, which de- 
pends upon the brain ; or natural, Which is owing 
to the Cercbellum, 
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Acutus morbus , an acute diſeaſe, 1s that which 
isover in a little time, bur not without imminent 
danger; andit is either very acute, or moſt acute ; 
the later is meant when the diſtemper is over in 
three or four days ; but the former is that which 
continues till the ſeventh day; or eife a diſeaſe is 
called fimply acute, when ir laſts fourteen, or it 
may be twenty days; or laſtly acute ex d.cidontia, 
which laſts forty days at molt. 

Aden is a glandule, which is either cong/ob ated 
as the glandules of the Meſentery of the Groin, . 
and the Pinealis, whoſe office is to diſpenſe the 
ſeparated humor to the veins, or conglomerated, 
like a Cluſter, as the ſalival glandules, the Pan- 
creas, or Sweet-bread, &c. which convey their 
juice by their own proper channels into ſome no- 
table cavities of the body; they are made np ſeve- 
ral little bladders, and fibres, or little hollow con- 
duits diſpoſed in a confuſed manner : Aden ſome- 
times alſo ſignifies the ſame with bubo. 

Adephagia 1s the greedineſs of children, who e- 
ver now and then fall to freſh feeding before their 
former victuals are digeſted. 

Adeps, or Pinguedo, fat 3 a fimilar part, made of 
earthy and ſulphereous blood, white, ſoft, inſenſible, 
apt to preſerve natural heat, and nouriſh the bo- 
dy in time of need : The eye-lids, the lips, the 
yard, the Scrozum, or outward £kin of the cods, 
the membranes of the teſticles, the brain, the 
tendons, the nerves, the bones, Zc. are deſtitute 
of fat by nature. Adeps and Pingnedo ditter in this, 
that Adeps is a thicker, harder, and moreearthly 
ſubſtance than Pimguedo, the fat which is particu- 
larly meant by 4deps,flows from the blood through 
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peculiar veſſels into little bags or bladders appro- 
priate thereunto, as is plain from the obſervation 
of Malphightus. 

Adiapnerſtia is a different perſpiration through 
the inſenſible pores of the body. 

Adnata tunica is the common membrane of 
the eye , called Conjunttve ; it ſprings from the 
$kull, grows to the exterior part of the tunica cor- 
nea ; and that the viſible ſpecies may paſs there, 
leavesa round cavitie forward, .to Which is annex- 
ed another tunic, without any particular name 
made up of the tendons of thoſe muſcles which 
move the eye ; by reaſon of its whiteneſs *tis cal- 
led Albuginia. 

Aegilops, Anzilops, and Anchylops, is a little ſwel- 
ling abour the glandule of the eye called Carancu- 
Iz majer, for the moſt part accompanied with an 
inflamation; Anchy/ops,and eMegilops are often uſed 
indifferently ; yet ſome for di{tinftion's ſake ſay, 
that Anchylops is a ſwelling betwixtthe greater cor- 
ner of the eye, and the noſe, nor yet open ; but 
that aegylops is a {welling betwixt the noſe and an- 
e:e of the eye, Which if it be not ſeaſonably o- 
pened, the bone underneath grows putrified ; Ae- 

g:/cps is often taken for the Fiſtula lachrymalis ; it 
ſ:gnifies likewiſe a ſort of graſs that is deſtructive 
of Parley. 

Aeipathia is a paſſion of long continuance. 

Aeromeli is Manna,or aerial honey ; for in Cala- 
bria and other places the air is impregnated with 
ſeveral delicious particles which in the night time 
cleave to trecs,leaves,or any other thing they meet 
with; and in the day time, are farther concocted 
and condenſated by the heat of the Sun. 
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Aetaz is part of the duration of life, wherein 
from the continual a&tion and fermencation of the - 
blood and ſpirits, the temperature of humane bo- 
dies undergo a conſiderable and ſerfible change; 
and it is fixfold, Pyeritia, childhood, which 1s 
reckoned to the fifth year of our age, 1s diſtin- 
guiſhed into the time before, at, and after breed- 
ing of teeth. 2. Adoleſcentia, Youth, reckoned to the 
eighteenth, and youth properly fo called to the 
twenty fifth year. g. Fuventus, reckoned from 
the twenty fifth to the thirty fifth. 4. Yrrilis «Aras, 
manhood, from the thirty fifth to the fiſtieth. 
5. Senetfus, old age, from fifty to ſixty. 6. De- 
crepita «A'tas, decrepit age follows, which at laſt is 
all ſwallowed up in death.

Ambone, the ſame with ambe. 

Ambroſia is a ſolid Medicine , but prepared as 
grateful and pleaſant as can be; it ſeems to cake 
its name from the meat of the gods, becauſe the 
gods eat Ambroſia, and drink Netar. 

* Ambuſtis is a ſolution of the Continuum, cauſed 
by ſome external burning matter. which offends 
the inward thin skin always, oftentimes the out- 
ward thick skin,' and ſometimes alſo the muſcles, 
veins, arteries, nerves and tendons. 

Amethodicum 1s that which is done withoat 
any methodical rational preſcription, as your Em- 
pyricks, or Quacks do. 

Amma, or Bracherium, is aſort of a girdle, uſeful 
to thoſe who are troubled with a Rupture in the 
Belly, wherewith the privy parts are cloſely con- 


| nected with the Abdomen, the Ribs, and the 
* Loins,leſt the inteſtines ſhould fall out. It ſeems to 


| have took its name of Bracherium, from the girdles 
* Which are made for the Reins and Loins, which

Iſidorrs calls the Amber Monkiſh Eracelet ; it is 


| called Brachile or Brachiale, tho it be notany gir- 
die belonging to the Arms, but the Reins. Caſ- 
| fianus calls it rebrachiatorum, Whence without 
|} doubt the Bracherinm of the Chyrugeons had 
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uſe in Ruptures of the Belly. 

eAmnion is the membrane with which the 
fetw in the Womb is moſt immediately clad, 
which with the reſt of the ſecundine, the chori- 
on and alantoxs , is ejefted after the birth ; it 
is whiter and thinner than the chorzon. It con- 
rains not only the fetus, but the nutritious hu- 
mour , whence the fetus by ths Mouth and 
Throat ſucks its nouriſhment. It is outwardly 
clothed with the urinary membrane, and the cho- 
rion, Which ſometimes ſtick ſo cloſe to one another, 
that they can ſcarce be ſeparated. 

Amolyntum is a Medicine which will not de- 
file the hands that touch it. 

Amphemerinus is a Quotidian diſtemper. 

eAmphibleſtroides, or the tunica retina of the 
Eye, is a ſoft, white, and ſlimy ſubſtance, which 
is ſo named, becauſe that being thrown in the 
water, it reſembles a net. Ir ſhoots from the ve- 
ry center of the optick nerve ; and expanding it 
{elf over the vitreous humour, is extended as 
far as the ligament of the Eye-lids ; this tunic, in 
that it is whitiſh and of a marrowy ſubſtance, 
ſeems to proceed from the very marrowy and fi- 
brous ſubſtance of the optick nerves ſo that it is 


-as it were an expanſion of nervous fibres, which 


are there gathered into one bundle, into a con- 
rexture made like a net ; and indeed if the whole 
eye were taken fora flower which grows to the 
brain by the ſtalk, as I may call it, of the optick- 
nerve, the tunica retina would be the very flower 
itſelf, and the two former be only in the nature

Ana'archa is a white, ſoft, yielding tumor of 
the whole outward body, or of fome of its parts, 
which dints in by comprefling the fleſh ; it is 
cauſed by the blood upon a double account ; firſt, 
when it does not rightly ſanguifie, or aflimtlare 
the 
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the Chyle ; and again, when it is not fightly ac- 
cended in the Lungs. The blood thus perverted, 
pours forth the Serum at rhe extremities of. the 
Arteries in greater quantity than it can receive 
and reduce by the Veins and Lymphedutts, or 
expel by the Veins and Pores, and other paſiages 
that ſend it forth.

Antepileptica are Medicines againſt rhe Falling- 
ſickne/s.

Anthraceſis ocul; is a \ſcalie corroſive Ulcer of 
the Eye, attended with a Defluxion and fear of 
the whole Body, eſpecially about the Eyes. The 
Caule 1s now and then an Inflamation of the Eye 
from a Malignant Fever. , 

Anthrax, Carb, Pruna, or Carbuncul:s,is defined 
to be a Tum:r that ariſes in ſeveral places, fur- 
rounded with hot hery and moſt ſharp Pimples, 
accompanied with acute Pain, but without ever

Antias, in the Plural Antiades, Tonſille, Glan- 
dules of the Neck, which Chyrurgeons commonly 
call Almonds, which they do not too much re- 
lembie neither, They are two Glandules, which 
in reality make but up one Body, placed at the 
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ſides of the” Epiglottis, or cover of the Wind- 
pipe; its ſubſtance is ſimilar, and made like ſepa- 
rate Grains, juſt hke Honey or Oyl, hardned with 
cold ; but that they ſtick cloſer together, as if they 
were joyned by a Membrane ; *tis of ſomewhat a 
yellowiſh Colour, and ſoft; it has on each fide 
one common large oval hollow paſſage which 
opens into the Mouth within the skirt, whereof 
it contains two ſomewhat big, and ſeveral lets 
Cavities.

Appetitius alimentarins, of Hunger, is a Certain 
Conſtitution of the Phanhi, ariſing from the Mo- 
tion of a Nerve of the par wagum, and the Inter- 
coftal, which for want of Nouriſhment, is moved 
inordinately in the Stomach ; whereby we are 
7 impelPd for Animal Spirits, to thoſe Motions of our 
Members which are moſt conducive to the pro- 
7 curing of Nouriſhment. Ir is occaſioned in as 
2 much as the Animal Spirits being any way exci- 
® ted about the middle of the Brain, ſhoot thence 
* towards the body of the Nerves : or it may be

* Humor Which ariſes from a ferment in the Sto-

meer convulſive motion, whereby the Lungs are 
puft up, and the Circulation of 'the Blood is 
hindred;whence ſuffocations,ſwqunds,and coughs 
eaſily proceed.

Attenuantia, or incidentia,are thoſe things which 
opening the Pores with their acute Particles, cut 
the thick and viſcous humours inthe body. 

Attonitirs morbus, the ſame with an apoplexy ; 
Celſus takes it for Blaſting. 

Attrahentia, drawing things, afe thoſe which 
opening the Pores with their little Particles, and 
dilating the humours, and expeiling them, where 
their reſiſtance 1s weaker, not onely ſwell the 
parts, and make them red ; but by driving more 
vapours and humours our of the Skin and Fleſh 
than can make their way through a thick inner 
Skin, gather them under it, and ſwell it into lit- 
tle bladders.

Sy/- 
Vius Maintained, That the Bile aſcended to the 
Heart by the du&trs hepaticus ; but this Opinion, as 
it 1s neither conſonant to Experience, nor Reaſon, 
Jo nor to Truth neir'aer ; this excrement 1s not 
called Bile, bur when it is ſeparated from the Blood; 
and cherefore the Opinion of the, Ancients con- 
cerning this Bilious Humour , is quite out of 
doors, fince that Circulation of the Blood was 
found out. See Humores Sanguinet. 

Biclychnion is Natural Hearawhich is commu- 
nicated to the Fx:us from the Parents ; but when 
it is brought forth, the heat gradually decays, after 
that the Blood and Spirits of the Child are alter- 
ed, fermented, and accended by nouriſhment and 
nitrous Air. They do but babble who tell us,that 
this Heat laſts for many vears ; for if it be Hear, 
It 15 in continual Motion, and is therefore diſpel- 
ld as other Fires and Heats are.

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Bleſitas is a ſtammering in ſpeech, which pro» 
ceeds from the i111 make or temperature of the 
Tongue.

Branchus is a hoarſneſs in the Throat. 

Bregma, or Pregma, is the bone of the Fore- 
head. 

Brochi are blubber lip'd perſons : alſo a ſort of 
Chyrurgeons cord, or ha.ter. 

Bronchocele is a Tumor in the top, or the mid- 
dle fiſtulous part of the Wind-pipe. 
Bronchotomia,is a Section of the Wind:- pipe, in a 

membranous partberwixt two of the Rings ; 't is 
uſed to prevent ſuffocation in peopic troubled with 
a Quinſie. 

Bronchus is the middle Fiſtulous part of the 
Wind-pipe, whole fore-part is made up of ſo ma- 
ny lirrle e Rings ; the upper part is called Larynx, 
and the under Veſicu/ar:s , it is uſed inthe voice,and 

in reſpiration. 

Bubo is the Groin, or place from the bending of 
the Thigh to the Privy-pirts: alſo a Tumor in 
the Groins, proceeding from the Pox, or Peſtilence. 

Bubonocele is a Rupture ; when the Inteſtines 
fall into the Groin, or the outermoſt skin of the 
Cods: ſometimes it is taken for a Bubo or Swel- 
ling. 

Bucca is the inferior lax part of he Face, 
that may be ſwoln or puft up, as appears in 
'Trumpeters. 

Buccinator is the round Muſcle of the Cheeks, 
like a Circle, thin and membranous, interwoven 
with various Fibers, and inſeparably girt about 
with rhe Tunic of the Month. Caſſer:zus bas ob- 
ſerved, a certain ſtrong band that grows outward- 
ly in the Center of this Muſcle, which ſpreading 
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it ſelf about the Cheek-bone,is terminated in a lit- 
tle ſlender Muſcle directly oppoſite to that part 
of the Face called Bucca : it ariſes from the up- 
per Jaw-bone, and is faſtnedin the lower, at the 
Roots of the Gums. Its uſe is to move the Cheeks 
with the Lips ; and ſervesas a hand to the Teeth, 
whileſt it toſſes the Meat to and fro, and throws 
it upon the Teeth, that it may be more exactly 
chawed. 

Buccula is the fleſhy part under the Chin. 

Bulimia, the ſame with Bulimus. 

Bulimiaſis,*the ſame that Bulimre. 

Bulimus. ſignifies an extraordinary Appetite,of- 
ten accompanied with a defection of Spirits : it 
proceeds ſometimes from a too ſharp Ferment 
of the Stomach, whence the Membranous Tu- 
nics and Nerves being irritated, the Animal ſeeks 
after Nouriſhment for a remedy.

Acatoria febrss is an intermittent Fever, ( fo 
called by the famous Syl/wvins de le Boe ) ac- 
companied with a violent Purging, which is ſome- 
times griping, and very painful, extreamly aftlict- 
mg, and weakning the Patient when it comes. 

Chachetticus is one that has an ill Habit of Bo- 
dy. 

Cachexia is an ill Habit of Body, proceeding 
from an ill diſpoſition of the Humours of the Bo- 
dy ; whence lingring Fevers, Conſumptions, and 
Dropſies are contracted : in this Diſeaſe the Face 
is often pale, and diſcoloured, and the Body big, 
and ſwoln: Cachexia taken in a large ſenſe is op- 
poſed 
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poſed to evitie, and as a good Habit of Body is 
common to all ſotind parts, ſo an ill one is pro- 
pagated by all the ill parts. Strictly, Cachexia 
is onely taken from an ill diſpoſition of the Ha- 
bit of the Body ; and Euexia on the contrary for 
a good diſpoſition of the Humors, or Blood, and 
Body. = 
Cnnds is the abundance of ill Humors in 
the Blood : and it is either Ulcerous, Bilious, Pi- 
tuitous, Melancholic, Acid, Salt, or Sharp. 

Cacoethes,Chironium ulcus, or Telephium, 1s a Dil- 
eaſe or Ulcer beyond Cure, which is called Ma- 
lignant Ulcer; this happens when an Ulcer is 
callous, or ſinuous, under which there ſometimes 
lie little putrified bones that have fallen down. 

Cacophonia is an ill voice, proceeding from an 
ill conſtitution of Organs. 

Cacotrophia is an ill Natriment, proceeding from 
a fault in the blood ; as in a Leproſie, Ring- 
worms, &c. 

Caducus morbus, fee Epilepſia. 

Caſarea ſefio, the ſame with Hy#tertomotocia. 

Calamns Scriptorius 18 a Certain Dilatation, about 
the fourth Ventricle of the brain, which is after- 
wards pointed, from which ſhape it hasits Name. 

Calcanens 1s the ſame with Calx. 

Calchoidea fare three little bones in the Foot, 
which with others make up that part of the Foot 
which ſucceeds the Ancle : and Fallopius calls 
them Cuneiformia, made like Wedges. 

Calcinatio. is the ſolution of a mix'd body into 
powder by fire, or any coroding things ; as Mer- 
cury, Aquafortis, &c. 

Caldarium, the ſame with Laconicurn,

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Calculus the Stone, is an hard preternatural 
concretion in a Mans body, which is often bred 
in the Reins, Teſticles, and other parts, from Sa- 
line and Earthy Particles concreted*together.

Callicreas, or Pancreas, is a conglomerated Glan- 
dule, placed under the hinder part of the Ventri- 
cle, about the length of three or four fingers in 
a Man; it is clotted with a thin Membrane from 
the Peritonzxum: it is terminated in Man near the 
common Ductus, or Paſlage of the Bz/e into the 
Gut duodenum, and diſtils a volatile infipidſort of 
a juice : but Sylvius de le Boe, and de Graaf affirm, 
That they have found an Acid and a ſomewhat 
Acid juice there; nay, ſometimes an auſtere and 
a ſweet one ; thence alſo they bring the Original 
of all Diſeaſes : but we muſt know, that this poſſi- 
bly was obſerved, when ſcarce one in twentywhich 
they diſſefted was found exattly ſound. Con- 
cerning this queſtion, ſee my Anat. of things, /. . 
c. 21, Its uſe is, to temperate the Chyle, which 
is ſomething Acid, and the bitterneſs of the Gall 
with its Volatile Juice, that it may at laſt enter che 
Lacteals with a ſweet taſte. 

Callus is a kind of (welling without pain, like

Calx alſo is that which 
by Calcining, is either turn'd into Alcool, as 
Calx' Saturni, or at leaſt is made friable, as Harts- 
horn burnt.

Camareoſis is' a blow upon the Scull, whereby 
ſome part of the Bone is left ſuſpended, like an 
Arch. 

Cambium is a ſecundary humour according to 
Avicen, Which yet is reckoned amongſt the Hu- 
mours, and its uſe was ſaid to be to nouriſh the 
parts: the firſt was called the nameleſs humour :

look'd upon rather as a Senſorze, whence the 
Nerves ariſe ; to wit, about the beginning of the 
Oblongated Marrow. Its uſe is, to receive ard 
contain the Serous Humours Which are Excerned 
from the Alterious Blood, till either the Veins be- 
ing emptied, ſuck them again ; or elſe the Lym- g 
phedatts (if there be any at hand ) convey them 
away. Yet the Learhed F. Boyle doubts of its 
uſe, when he ſays, 77at it ts nit ſo eaſte to deter- 
mine w'at its uſe is.

and longeſt in the whole Body, whoſe External 
and fore part is gibbous or riſing ; but the Inter- 
ral hinder part flat and bending. Grammarians 
make Fem?n to be the hinder fleſhy part ;, and 
Femur the former outward part. 

Fermentatio is an Inteſtine Motion of Particles, 
or of the Principles of any Body, tending to Per- 
tection, or a Change: and it is either Natural, 
which comes of its own accord, as in Natural 
/ Etions ; or Artificial, which we make, as we ſee 
in Beer, Wine, Bread, &c. 

Fernlze are little light chips or planes, which are 
made of ditferent Marter, according to the nature 
and neceſlities of the places to which- they are 
applyed, as of Barks of Trees, of the Bark & 
the Herb Sagapene, in Latin Ferula; whence they 
have their Name : they are made of Firr, Paper 
glewed together, Leather, &c. which are applyed 
to Bones that have been looſened, or: disjoynted, 

/ after 
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after they are ſet again. 

Fibra Auris, the ſame with Lobzs Auris. 

Fibre, Fibres, are little, round, oblong Veſſels; 
and are either Muſ/culous or Nervous; : rhe Ne 
vous are ſuch as have no Valves, and by which 
the Spirits flow conveniently from the Nerves to 
the ſeveral parts: the Muſculous Fibres receive 
the Blood from the Arteries, and diſcharge them- 
ſelves into the Veins,arid havea grear many Valves, 
they, are called long, round, or oblique from their 
Scituation ; ſome {mall threads interworen with 
Trees and Leaves are called Fibres. too : and fo 
are the ſmall threads which ſtick co their R'0ots. 

Fibula, the Ancients,mention them ; for if there 
be a Wound in the Fleſh, ſays Ce!/zzs, that gapes, 
and cannot eafily be cloſed, it is improper to 
ſew it, you muſt apply a F:b:/a.; but becauſe 
this way of cloſing the gaping of Wounds, by 
Fibuls's was fo uſual amoneſt the Ancients; they 
have not been at all ſollicitous in deſcribing either 
their Matter or Form. Gu: tells us, | hat they 
made theſe Fibula*s of Iron Circles as it were, or 
Semi-circles crooked backward on both fives, the 
hooks whereof being faſtned on borh tides ro 
the gaping Wound, anſivered exattly one 'ano- 
ther ; bur fince this muſt be an unfupportable 
pain to the poor Patient, it is hardly creditle, 
that they meant any ſuch thing by their F:ibulz's. 
The Opinion of F:/op:us is more probable, who 
tells us, "That it was bnely a ſowing up the Wound 
with a Needle and Thread, which 1s commonly 
uſed at this day. SanE&orizs writes thus', We 
need not Diſconrſe much of F:5u/a*s, ſince the 
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uſe of them is almoſt out of dores; and though 
the Ancients have not deſcribed them, yet they 
forbear not to acquaint us how to uſe them ; as 
Argenterius falſly imagines. For not onely Phy- 
ficians but iome of the Ancients knew the form of 
them, ſince Cery. Cel/zrs has informed us, 'I hat F:- 
buli*sas well as Sutures were made of a Needle-full 
of ſoft untwiſted ſilk or thread, wherewith they 
ſowed the gaping Lips of the Wound together. 
Some call Acta, or this needle-ful of Thred, Vinca- 
lum, Ligatura, Colligatio, Ootigatio, Ligamentum , 
all which ſignifie tying or binding. W hoever 
would be farther informed in this particular, may 
conſult the Incomparable Rhodizs in his Diſcourſe 
about ACA. 

Fibula is the leſſer Bone of the Shank, it ſeems 
to zoyn the Muſcles of the Leg like a, Button, or 
Claip, in Latin Fibula; it is the hinder bone 
berwixt the Knee and the Foot, ſmaller than the 
other - Bone, called 7;bia, and faſtned outwardly 
to it ; as the Bone called Radius inthe Arm is to 
the Cubit : its raund head does not extend as fa 
as the Knee upward, but downward, it goes far- 
cher than the other Bone called 7:v:a, and there- 
tsre is altogether as long a Bone as the T;b:a. They 
part in the middle, becauſe the Muſcles of the 
Feet are placed there ; m which interval, a ſlen- 
der broad Ligament joyns them together lengtl:- 
ways. It is joyned likewiſe to the T:bia with a 
common Ligament above and below; as it tend:

Fiſtula Lachrymalis 1s When the. Punttuin Lach; y- 
male, the little hole in the bone of ths Note, 
chrough which the Liquid Matter pafles to the 
Noftrils, is grown hard and callous, from-an Ul- 
cer of a Carwuncula, Glandules placed at the grea- 
ter corners of the Eye, by which means there hap- 
pens a continual Deflux:ion of Tears.

Fiuxus Hepaticus 1s a kind of Dyſentery, where- 
in black ſhining blood, and roo long roſted as it 
were, 1s driven out of the Guts by the Funda- 
ment : .it is ſometimes taken for a Dyſentery 
wherein ſerous ſharp Blood is evacuated. 

Focile Majus 1s the greater Bone of the Cubit 
calied Ulng ; or the greater bone of the Leg 
called Tibia. 

Focile Minus 1s the leſſer Bone of the Cubit cal- 
led Radi:rs; or the lefſer bene of the Leg, cal- 
Jed Fibnla. 

Feeus is ſome place in the Miſcnterie and other 
parts, whence they formerly deduced the Origt- 
nal of Fevers. 

Fodina is the leſs Labyrinth in the bone of the 
Ears. 

Fecu/a ſignifies a Powder which ſubſides to 
the bottom in certain ſtrainings of Vegetables ; for 
It is prepared of ſome green, waſhed, and pared 
Roors beat together, with a kttle water, ther 
ſtrained, that there may ſubſide a white ſort 0 
Powder which is to be drycd lightly. 

Fetor oris, a ſtinking Breath, procceds from 
the fhlch about the "Teeth, and Gums : ſometimes 
from the Lungs, and a Conſumptive or Scorbu 
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Follicolus Fellis is a little Bladder faſtned to the 
Concave-part of the Liver, which receives the Bile, 
which in proper time empties it ſelf intothe Gut 
Duodenum, by a DuCtus, or Paſllage called Chcle- 
dochus. 

Fomentum, that which applyed to the Body che- 
riſhes and warms it; and it is Twofold, cither 
wet, or dry ; the latter is a Decottion appyiyed to 
ſeveral parts of the body for tocheriſh it, by mee 
help of a linnen, or wollen Cloth, a Spunge, Blad- 
der, Cc. 

Fontanellz, Wes, are little Ulcers which Chy- 
rurgions make in ſound parts of the Body, to 
Evacuate bad Humors, Cure Diſeaſes, or prevent 
them. Iflues are made either with an Actual or 
a Potential Seering-Iron ; with a Lance, and a 
pair of Sciſſers: You muſt always obſerve to make 
Iſſues berwixt two Muſcles. 

Fonticul;, the ſame. 

Forceps is an Inſtrument wherewith dead and 
corrupt parts, ( alſo things beſjdes, or againſt Na- 
ture) areſeiſed, cut off, or pulled out; they are 
of ſeveral ſhapes, as long, crooked, with Tecth, 
with Becks, in faſhion of an half Moon, flch as 
will open the Mouth, or the Womb; and by 
which you may fee into either of them : which 
according to the difterence of their ſhape, are of 
difterent uſe.

Furor Uterinus is an nnſeemly Diſtemper, which 
is wont to ſeize upon Maids; eſpecially thoſe of 
riper Years, and ſometimes Widows too. They 
who are troubled with it, throw off the Veil of 
common Medeſty, and Decencyy and Delight one- 
ly in la{dFiqus, obſcene Diſcourſes : they covet a 
man- enobly, an even furiouſly, and omit no 
inviting Temprations that may induce them to 
{atishe their deſires. The cauſe ſeems to be in the 
Seminal juice, which being Exalted to the higheſt 
degree of Maturity, drives the Maids into a kind 
of Fury ; which is conſpicuous every year in ſome 
3ruits ; as .in Cats, Bulls, Bucks, Does, Harts. 
'There 
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There is another Diſtemper akin to this, which 
the Ancients called, the Fervour of the Womb, or 
the Matrix,when the whole ſubſtance and body of 
the Wombyis extream hor, accompanied with a 
pain and heavineſs of the Loyns; a roughneſs 
by the growth of Hair, Loathing, anda ſuppreſſi- 
on of the Urine, and Excrements: and the Wo- 
man all the while covers to be laid with, but by 
reaſon of pain 1s ſtill afraid of it. 

Furunculus a Boyl, is an acute ſwelling, as big 
as a Pigeons Egg, attended with an Inflamation, 
and Pain, eſpecially when it begins to Corrupt, 
and Putrifie : when it is opened, and the Matter 
let out, part of the Fleſh underneath is turned 
into Corruption, of a whitiſh, and reddiſh Colour, 
which ſome call the Ventricle of the Furunculzr : 
there is no danger in it, though you apply no Re- 
medy to it; for it ripens of it ſelf, and buxſts; but 
the pain makes it more Elegtble to apply a Reme- 
die, becauſe that frees the Patient ſooner from his 
trouble.

They are for ſeveral uſes, as for ea- 
ſing of Pain, foftning of Parts, diſpelling flatu- 
lent matter; and frequently for exciting the 
Courſes. 

Inſpiratio is an alternate Dilatation of the 
Chelt, whereby the nitrous Air is communicated 
to the Blood to accend it by the Wind-Pipe,and 
its Veſicular parts. The cauſe of Reſpiration does 
not ſeem to conliſt only in the Dilatation of the 
Thorax, as 1s commonly thought, but in the 
ContraCtion of the Tunic which covers the up- 
per part of the eſophagus, and the moſt cloſe Re- 
celles of the Wind-Pipe.

Intemperies 18- a Diſeaſe which conſiſts in in- 
convenient qualities of the Body, and theſe are 
either mAnifeſt or occult: The Manifeſt are either 
{imple oy compound ; the Simple is when one 
Quality is peccant ; as an hot, thin, hard, acid, 
jalt Diſpoſition, &c. the Compound is when 
more Qualities than one are peceant ; as an hot 
and falt,a cold and acid Diſpoſition,&c. An Oce 
cult ill Diſpoſition or Diſtemper is ſuch as pro- 
ceeds from ſome poyſonous Qualities, as from 
the Air, from poyſonous Animals, &'c. It comes 
from the Air, when the Nitre in it becomes 
contagious by reaſon of ſtanding ſtinking Wa- 
ters, daily Droughts, Earth-quakes, &c. whence 
malignant peitilent Feavers, and Plagues them- 
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ſelves ariſe : For the Vapours being taken away, 
that which remains of the Air (by reaſon of the 
Sulphur and Salt in it) contracts an ill Savour, 
whereupon the Air and its Nitredegenerate from 
their due Temperature and Craſis. And I be- 
lieve the ſame happens from very dry Grounds, 
for ſulphureous and ſaline Particles intermix with 
the watery ones above, which render the Nitre 
of the Air ſharp and pointed, like Arſenic, ſub- 
limated Mercury, or Aqua ſtygia, which being 
ſucked into the Lungs do coagulate, and cor- 
rode the Maſs of the Blood and make its Spirits 
vaniſh z whence proceed Quinzies, Pluriſies, 
Peltilential Sweliings, &c. 

Intercalares dies, or intercidentes, which others 
call Provocatori, are thoſe Days wherein Na- 
tureSFither by reaſon of the vehemency of the

Lambdoides is the backward Suture of the 
Brain, ſo called from its likeneſs to the Letter 4 
Lambaa. 

Lancera is a Chyrurgions little Knife, ſtreight, 
pointed, two-cdged ; uſed in opening of Veins, 
cutting of Filtula*s, opening of the Fundament, 
Yard, or Womb that is ſhur. 

Laqueus is 2 Band fo tied, that if it beattra- 
Cted,or preſs:d with weight it ſhuts up cloſe : Its 
uſe is to extend broken or disjointed Bones, to 
keep them in their, places when they are ſet, to 
bind the parts cloſe together ; the differences of 
theſe Laquer, or Bands, are ſeveral, having 
their Names either fxom the Inventors, or from 
theit Uſe, or from their likene(s to or ſhape of 
any thing, or from the manner of lying, or thcir 
Etle't, which unlcfs they were here delineated, 
can ſcarce be underitood by a bare Deſcription. 

Laryngotomia, the fame that Bronchotomia, 

Larynx, Guttur, according, to Galen Larynx 1: 
properly the head or top of the Wind-Pipe, 
which coniitts of five Cartzs/azes. The -firlt pair 
is called Scurif rme, like a Shield, which conttt- 
tutes the protuberance in the Neck called Agar: 
Apple : The ſecond pair 15 called Ammlar, be 
caule it is round likea Ring : The third anc 
fourth Cartilage ſome reckon but one, but if thc 
Mcmbrane be took off, it appears to be two, anc 
is called Guttalis and Glortis : The fifth is callec 
Eriglottis, which covers the opening of the Wind 
Pipz at the top. Its uſe is inthe Voice and Reſp! 
ration. Lal 
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Laſsitudo, ſee Copos. 
Lavamentum, the ſame that Fotws, 

Lanudanum is rea:1t only of a Medicine made 
of Oprare, and that they call an Opiate Lauda- 
um, from its excellent Qualities. Authors give 
ſeveral deſcriptions of it. It allays the moſt un- 
ſupportable Pains, and ſtops any Flux. 

Laxantia,looſening Medicmes,are thoſe which 
with their benign Particles ſoftning and ſcour- 
ing the Inteſtines cleanſe them of their Excre- 
ments. 

Lenientia, the ſame with Laxantia. 

Leno and Lon is that part of the Brain called 
Torcular Herophili, that place where the third 
Cavity of the Meninx is joined to the firſt, ſecond, 
and fourth. 

Lentigines, Freckles, are little Spots eſpeci- 
ally in Women, and chiefly in their Faces, but 
ſometimes in their Hands, Arms, and the upper 
part of the Cheſt which is expoſed to the Air ; 
the Skin is ſometimes ſpotted thicker ſometimes 
thinner with them, like as with ſo many drops, 
but without any Trouble or Pain ; in ſome they 
appear only in Summer, and diſappear in Win- 
ter, In others they continue the Year round. 

Lepidoides is the ſcaly Suture of the Scull, ſee 
Mendoſa. 

Lepra, a Leproſie, is a dry Scab, whereby the 
Skin becomes ſcaly like Fiſh : It differs from 
Leuce and Alphus, in that a Leproſy is rough to 
the touch, and cauſes an Itching ; for the Skin 
5 the only part aiteCted, and therefore that be- 
ng flea'd off,the Fleſh underne2th appcars ſound 
and well. 
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Lepra Arabum, the ſame that Elephantiaſis 
Gracorum. 
Lepra Grecorum, or Impetigo Celſi, is the high- 
eſt degree of Scabbedneſs ; but it muſt be obſer- 
ved, leſt any ſhould be gravell'd in the reading 
of Authors, that we here ſpeak of the Leproſy of 
the Greeks,not the Arabians. That which the Ara- 
bians call a Leproſy is the Elephantiaſis of the 
Greeks, which 1s nothing elſe than an Univerſal 
Canker of the whole Body. A Leproſy isa Diſ- 
eaſe proceeding from black Bile dittuſed through 
the whole Body, whence the Temperature, the 
Form and Figure, and at laſt the very Continu- 
ity of the Body is corrupted, and it is a Canker 
common to the whole Body. The Arabians call 
the Leproſy of the Greeks Albaras nigra, which 
is the ſame witha kind of Ring-worm or Tetter 
which fleas the Fleſh, and 1s a rough violent 
Scab in the Skin, accompanied with Scales like 
Fiſh and itching. There is a greater Corrupti- 
on of Humours in a Leproſy than in a Scabbednef, 
and from the latter there only fall little flakes 
like Dendritt from the Head, but from the for- 
mer as it were Scales of Fiſh ; ſo that one palles 
from Itching to a Leproſy by the Scab. For 
Pruritus, or Itching, is a certain ſmall Aſperity 
of the Skin, wherein, unleſs you ſcratch very 
hard, nothing falls from the Skin : When it is 
grown to a ſcab the Humour 1s more apparent, 
and certain little Particles like Dendrift fall off, 
whether it be ſcratched or no. For in a Scab 
the matter is thinner, and at leaſt preys upon 
the Surface of the Skin : But then, in a Leproſy 
the matter is thicker, and not only feeds _ 
the 
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the Surface but the inner parts of the Skin. 
Celſus doubtleſs meant this Leproſy of the 
Greeks by the Word Impetigo, but not the 
Lichen of the Greeks, which ſome call Imper;- 


Leptuntica are attenuating cutting Medicines, 
which part the craſs and viſcous Humours with 
their acute Particles. 

Lethargus, a Lethargy, is a Drowzinefs like 
another Diſeaſe cauſing an heavy ſleep called 
Coma, accompanied with a Feaver and a Deli- 
rum ; and it is nothing elſe but an heap of too 
much or incongruous moiſt Matter - within the 
Pores of the barky ſubſtance of the Brain. This 
Diltemper does not ſeem to come of it ſelf, but 
rather from the demigration of Feavers. , 

Leuce is when the Hairs, Skin, and ſometimes 
the Fleſh underneath turns white; the Fleſh be- 
ing pricked with a Needle is not ſenſible, nor 
emits Blood but a Milky Humour. It differs 
from Alphus in that it penetrates deeper and 
changes the Skin ſo that the Hairs are changed 
£00. 

Leucoma is a white Scar in the horney Tunic 
of the Eye. 

Leucophagum is made of Almonds macerated 
in Roſe-Water, and of Capon or Partridg boi- 
led, bruiſed and ſtrained through a Sieve made 
of Briſtles : It is uſed in a Conſumption. 

Leucophlegmatia is a pituitous Dropſy, or a 
Dropſy that has ſeized the whole Body. 

Lichen barbaroully called +4 or Zerna, 
Halliabbas calls it Petigoand Sarpeado , the vulgar 
Voliatica. Lichenes are certain Aſperities of the 
Skin, 
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Skin, and as it were Tumors, which itch much 
and ſend forth Matter : The Greeks and Arabi- 
a3 have made two ſorts of Lichens, the one mild 
and gentle, the other fierce and cruel. And ac- 
cording to Avicen, {ome are moiſt, which being 
rubbed ſend forth a kind of Dew, others are 
dry; and the moiſt are more 1afe, but the dry is 
made of ſalt pituitous Matter turned into Melan- 
cholly Blood- And again he writes, that one 
Mangineſs ( /mpet:go) brings off the Skin by rea- 
ſon of its great Dryneſs, and another does not ; 
and that one is ambulatory and malignant, ano- 
ther fixed and ſtanding ; as alſo one 1s old,ano- 
ther frelh. Hence it appears, that the Scabies of 
Corn, Celſus was nothing but theſe Lichenes of the 
Greeks, and the Imperigo of the Arabians. It 
comes in any part of the Body, but eſpecially in 
the Face and Chin,, as Galen has it; for a Lichen, 
ſays he, isa molt ungrateful Diſtemper in the 
Chin, becauſe it makes it itch exceedingly, and 
{retches out the parts atilefted : It 1s not alittle 
dangerous, it ſpreads over the whole Face, and 
, Tometimes reaches the Eyes, and ar laſt makes 
the Perſon aftected extream hithy and loathſom. 
Lichen of the Greeks is Pliny's Inipetigo, or an In- 
equality of the Skin, extending 1t ſelf to the 
neighbouring parts, and accompanied with an 
extraordinary Itching and dry Pimples. Lichen 
is alſo the callous part in an Horſes Foot ; like- 
wile a ſort of green. Mols. 

Libra medica, a Phylicians Pound, 1s twelve 
Ounces ; for as often as they-preſcribe a Pound 
they mean ſo many Ounces. 
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Lienteria is a Looſeneſs when the Meat is ſent 
out before it be altered. 

Ligamentum, a Ligament, is a ſolid and very 
fibrous part, proceeding almoſt from Matrer like 
a Cartilage, difterent in 11ze, number, and ſci- 
tuation, brozd or round, cold, as it comes near 
the conſtitution of a Membrane or a Cartilage, 
dryer or moiſter, harder or ſofter, more or leſs 
rough and flexible, and deligned by Nature for 
the conne*ting of Parts, eſpecially Bones, that 
they may better perform their Motions. 

Ligula, the ſame that Clavicula 

Linea alba is a concourſe of the Tendons of 
the Muſcles of the Abdomen, excepting the Ten- 
dons of the ſtreight ones. For the Tendons of 
the Oblique Mu: les ungte, and meet fo on both 
hides, that they make a kind of Tunic that co- 
> the Abdomen, as if they were all but one 
Tendon. It 1s white and not fleſhy, proceeding 
from the pointed Cartilage to the os Pubzs ;, ard 
is narrower below the Navel than above. 

Lingua, the Tongue, is an oblong, broad, 
thick Member, and thicker at the Roots-and 
thinner and ſharper at the end ; of a moderate 
bigneſs, that it may move more quickly. In 
the Exterior and upper part of the T ongue there 
area great many little Bodies which break out 
from the Surface of the Tongue, and crooking 
moderately incline backwards towards the Roor, 
ſo that they look like a Comb that cards Wooll, 
Theſe Cartilaginous Bodies in an Ox eſpecially 
ſeem to reſemble the Figure of a Boare's Tooth ; 
in the lower part they have a certain Cavity : 
They are made of a thick tenacious hbrous M: t- 
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ter, which ſeems like a heap of little Rods : 
About the ſides of the Tongue they grow ſmal- 
ler and ſmaller, {© that they almoſt diſappear, 
and certain membranous Bodies are placed at 
their Baſis, which look like a Conical, and then 
by and by a more obtuſe pappy Subſtance : All 
the little Protuberances are clothed with the 
Membrane of the Tongue; they are firmly im- 
planted in a certain tenacious Tunic of the 
Tongue, there being under them a craſs viſcous, 
or nervous Subſtance, eſpecially in thoſe places, 
where there are remarkable Pits in the Tongue 
diſpoſed in like order and manner, fo that in 
the inner part of the Tongue there are a great 
many of them, which are firmly implanted in a 
certain viſcous ſort of Body. When the Mem- 
brane that covers the whole Tongue is taken off 
there appears a certain glutinous Subſtance ; 
then a nervous pappy Body ſomething yellow, 
which ſpreads like the Membrane, and diſcovers 
remarkable nervous Protuberances diſpoſed of 
in a wonderful order. The next thing that ap- 
pears are little Nipples in greater abundance 
than thoſe ſpoke of and of another order ; for 
as many little Protuberances as cover the outſide 
of the Tongue, ſo many nervous Nipples of this 
ſort are found within ; theſe proceed from the 
common pappy Subllance, grow tolerably high, 
and ihoor out farther into nervous Sprouts from 
the top of them, about which you diſcover innu- 
merable little Protuberances proceeding from 
the ſame Stock, and of an equal height, only 
ſlendzrer, hke a Cone, and which go within 
thcir proper Cavities ready made in the cra{ 
Viicous 
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viſcous Subſtance before mentioned, and at laſt 
end towards the outermoſt Membrane. Fur- 
thermore the Subſtance of the Tongue is Muſcu- 
lous. The Centre of the Tongue conſiſts of ſe- 
veral ſorts of Fibres, long, tranſverſe, and ob- 
lIique, which being mutually interwoven , wjth 
one another look like a Coverlet or Blanket : It 
owes its Motion to peculiar Muſcles of its own, 
wherewith it is contratted and abbreviated. 

The pairs of Muſcles are the Srylogloſſum, Baſio- 
gloſſum, Geniogloſſum, Ceratogloſſum, and Mylo- 
gloſſum. ; 

* Lithontriptica, are Medicines which break 
the Stone. 

Lithotomia is a cutting the Stone out of the 
Bladder, and is thus performed. The Opera- 
tor lays the ſick Perſon upon a ſoft Pillowin the 
Boſom of ſome ſtrong Man, after he has lept 
three or four times from on high, then-he ties 
the Hands on each ſide faſt to the ſole of the 
Foot, and two People ſtanding on each ſide hold 
the Knees as open as poſſible : After this the O- 
perator moiſtening one Finger of his left Hand, 
or if neceſſity require, the two foremoſt, with 
Oil of white Roſes, thruſts them up into the 
Fundament, and with his right Hand pretlles the 
upper parts of the Secrets lightly, that by this 
means the Stone may be brought to the Perinenm, 
which when he has forced thither with his Fin- 
gers, he cuts with a two edged Knite proporgi- 
onably to the bigneſs of the Stone, 1n the letr 
ide betwixt the Teſticles.and the Fundamentr, 
near to the Suture of the Permeum, bringing the 
Stone towards the Knife : And it the Stone 
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come not out either of its own accord, or by the 
thruſting of the Fingers, he draws it out with 
Pincers, or ſome ſuch Inſtrument of Art., The 
Stone being drawn out, and all the Bands being 
looſed, he cloſes the Wound duly, applys Reme- 
dies to ſtop the Blood, and takes care that the 
Wound be cloſed up, leaſt the Urine ſhould con- 
tinually drop through. ' his way is called Ap- 
paratus minor, and 15 uſed eſpecially in Boys,tho 
it be frequently practiſed too in adult Perſons in 
theſe Countries. But in the Apparatus major, 
or the greater Operation, the Patient bound as 
before is ſet upon a Table and held there, then 
the Chyrurgion thruſts in his Inſtrument called 
Itinerarum by the Urinary Paſlage into the Blad- 
der as far as the very Stone, and cutting an hole 
as before, He puts another Inſtrument called 
Condutlor into the hollow part of the Irinerarium 
throngh the Wound, then the Ttinerarimm being 
taken our of the Urinary Pallage, he puts in his 
Inſtrument called Forceps (a ſort of Pincers) or 
any other ſit to pull out the Stone, through the 
Wound he made, that he may lay hold of the 
Stone and bring it out. This being done, the 
Wound is bound up and conſolidated as 'tis in 
Children, only if it be large, it is ſaved, ard an 
Inſtrument of Silver applyed to it for two or 
three days, which 1s uſetul ro let out concreted 
Blood, Flegm, and gravelly Urine. There is 
yet another way ot taking out the Stone, to wit, 
by making an hole in/the Abdomen by which the 
Stone 15 taken out of the bottom of the Blacder, 
ard in this way Lo dribling of Urine needto 
be feared. "T0

Lochia are thoſe things which are evacuated 
by Women in Child-bed, after the Birth of the 
Fatwus and the Membranes called Secundine. 

Lohoch, the ſame that Eclegma. 

Loimographia is a Deſcription of contagious 
Diſeaſes. 

Loimos 1s peſtilent Poyſon, which proceeds 
from the Nitre of the Air too highly exalted and 
(150 with heterogeneous Particles, which 

ing taken into the Lungs infeQts and corrupts 
the Blood and the animal Spirits. 

Longanon, the laſt Gut, fee Inteſtinum reftum. 

Loprdordes, the ſame that Lepidordes. 

Lordeſis is the bending of the Back-bone for- 
ward. 

Lotio is in a manner a particular Bath, where- 
in the Head, Arm-pits, Hands, Feet, and na- 
tural Parts are waſhed, and that with phyſical 
DecoCtions : Some Medicines are alſo thus waſh- 
ed, by reaſon of their Saltneſs and Acrimony, 
25 in Calx, and the heavier Soil of Braſs that 
ſticketh to the higher places of Furnaces or Mel- 
ting-houſes. 

Lotium, ice Uron, 

Lozonge, Lozenges, the ſame that Mor/wl:. 
Lues Venerea, Morbus Gallicus, the French Pox, 
is a malignant and contagious Diſtemper, 
3 commu- 
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communicated from one to another by Coition, 

or other impure Contatt, proceeding from 

virulent Matter, and accompanied with the 

falling of the Hair, Spots, Swellings, Ulcers, 

Pains,and many other direful Symptoms. 

Lunbaga is a Pain in the Muſcles of the Loins 
clogged with Scorbutick Matter, ſo that the, 
Parient is forced to ſtand upright. 

Lumbrict are little Worms or Animals pro- 
duced by Corruption in humane- Bodies ; they 
are of difterent Shapes, round, ©&c. 

Lupia isa Tumor, or Protuberance, about 
as big as a ſort of Bean. Some take it for a 
Meliceris, others for a Ganglio. 

Lupinus is equal to half a dram. 

Lupus 1s a ſort of Canker in the Thighs and 
Legs. 

Litatio is a Cementing of chymical Vellels. 

Luxat:o, disjointing, 1s when a Bone goes out 
of its own Cavity into another place, which 
hinders voluntery Motion. 

Lycanthrepia, rabies Hydrophobica, a Madneſs 
proceeding irom a mad Wolf, wherein Men 
imitate the howling of Wolves. 

Lycoides is a Madneſs like that of Wolves, 
proceeding from the Retention ot Seed. 

Ly:mes, the Hickcts, Is a convullive Motion 
of the Nerves which ſpread up and down the 
Gyllet. returring atter ſhort Intermiilions : .It 
proceeds from ſome truobleſome Matter that 
vellicates the ef ſophagrs. 

Lympha is a clcar limpide Humour, conſiſting 
of the nervous Juice and of Blood, which being 
contnually ſeparated by the Glandyules, ts at lalt 
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diſcharged into the Blood again by Veſſels pe- 
culiar to it. The Lympha comes not immedi- 
ately from the Blood or nervous Juice, as ſome 
think, but it is the Superfluity of each, which 
was more than enough for the Nouriſhment of a 
part, like the Marrow in Bones : It is taken 
ſometimes for that Water which flows from the 
Pricking of :Nerves and other Wounds, and 
which does not really flow from the Nerves 
themſelves, but from the Lymphatick Veſlels 
which are cut and wounded. 

Lymphatica vaſa, ſee Vene Lymphatice. 

Lynx, the ſame that Lygmus. 


Lyeeria is a ſign of the looſening of a great 
Diſcaſe.

Macula epatica is a Spot of a brown, or of 
a ſad yellow Colour, about an hand's breadth 
broad, chiefly ſeizing upon the Groins, the 
Breaſt and back ; nay ſometimes it covers the 
whole Body, is attended with a certain fleight 
Aſperity of the Skin, which lets fall Scales, or a 
ſort of Dendriff from it, which yet do not ſtick 
altogether, but are dilleminated here and there, 
and ſometimes diſappear, ſometimes break out 
again. 

®Meaculs Matricalis is a ſpot with which a 
Child is born, of browniſh Coleur. 

Macula wolatica is a red or purple Spot here 
and there in the Skin, which if it touch any 
Orifice in the Body, as the Mouth, Notrils, 
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Eyes, Ears, &c. and pierce ſo far, it becomes 
mortal ; fatal to Children. 
Madaroſis is a Baldneſs of the Head. 
Magdaleones are pieces of Plaiſter made up in 
form of a Cylender. 
Magiſterium properly ſignifies a Powder pre- 
pared by SoJution and Precipitation, impro- 
perly a reſinous Matter made the ſame way, 
which is more truly called an Extra{t. Magi- 
Peria as they are various, ſo are they variouſly 
prepared ; a ſolvent Liquor 1s always poured 
upon a dry Matter, reduced to durſt, if it can 
be had,or (if neceſſary) calcined, which is difte- 
rent according to the Diverſity of the agifteri- 
um, plain or diſtilled Vinegar, both by it ſelf, 
and ſharpened with Spirit of Nitre, Vitriol, 
Salt, &c. Theſe arc only in Minerals and Ani- 
mals; a Lixivinm prepared of Salt of Tartar 
and Water in Vegetables, Spirit of Wine in 
things ſulphureous, that i3, enducd with an 
olly part; Yct theſe things belong rather to 
Extracts. There is a precipitating Liquor 
poured upon dillolved Bodies, commonly 
Oil of Tartar per deliqnium, Urine, ſalt Water, 
Spirit of Vitriol, Nitre, &c. in Mirerals and 
Animals common Water, or Allum-water in 
Vegetables; and there will ſubſide at the bot- 
tom of the Glaſs a coagulated Subſtance which 
mult be dried, and if neceſſity require, firſt 
ſweetened and then burned. 

AMzgiftralia medicamenta are thoſe Medicines 
which Phylicians ute to preſcribe in the Shops 
for teveral nſes, they arc commonly called «ſu- 
alia, niual, becauſe they ought ro be uſed ftre- 
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quently, once a Week, twice a Month, or the 
_ 

Magma ſignifies the Dregs that areleft after 
the ſtreining of Juices. 

Malacia is a depraved Appetite which covets 
thoſe things which are never cat : Alſo a Ten- 
dernels of Body. 

Malaftica, or Emollientia are thoſe things 
which ſoften parts with a moderate Heat and 
Moiſture, by diſſolving ſome of them, and diſſi- 
pating others, 

Malagma was the ſame with our fore-Fathers, 
as Cataplaſma. 

Malagma, the ſame that Malatticu, 

Malignus Morbus, a malignant Diſeaſe, is that 
which rages more vehemently and continues 
longer than its Nature ſeems to pretend to, as 
a peſtilent Feaver, Cc. 

Malleus is one of the four little Bones in the 
Ear. 

Malleus pediz, ſee Malleolu:. 

Malleolus, or Malleus, is twofold, external, 
which is the lower Proceſs at the foot of the 
Bone of the Leg called Fibula: Or internal, 
which is the lower Proceſs of the Bone of the 
Leg, called T:b:a, theſe make the Ancle. 

Malthacode is a Medicine ſoftened with Wax. 

Malum mortuum, the dead Diſeaſe, is a ſort of 
Scab, ſo called becauſe it makes the Body ap- 
pear black and mortihed : It is accompanied 
with Colours black and blew, and with a cruſty 
fort of Pimples, black, and filthy, but without 
Matter, Senſe, or Pain. It infects the Hips and 
Legs eſpecially. 
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Mamma, Mammilla,Uber,the Breaſt, Dugs,&c. 
the Grammarians call the inner part Ubera, and 
the outward Protuberances Mamme. A Breaſt 
or Dug is a globous, white, and ſoft Body, lay- 
ing upon the pectoral Muſcle on both ſides, made 
up of conglomerated Glandules in the in-ſide, 
by the mediation whereof the Milk is ſeparated 
from the arterious Blood, and is conveyed out 
by very little Pipes, which paſs through the 
Nipples. 

Mammiformes proceſſus are two Apophy ſes of 
the Bone of the back part of the Scull. 

Mammilla, the ſame that Mamma. 

Manaibula, Maxilla, the Jaw, 1s either upper or 
lower. The w«pper is made of twelve Bones, on 


each ſide ſix. Thefrſt is at the external corner - 


of the Eye, which joyned with the fore-pro- 


| cels of the Bone of the Temples produces the 


jugal Bone. The ſecond conltitutes the inner 
corner of the E ze, haz a large Pallage in it, by 
which the ſupcrab.indaryt \caſture of the Eye 
deſcends to the Noltrils, The third is within 
the circle of the Eye, interpoſed betwixt the 
other two. The fourth,the greateſt of all,makes 
the greateſt part of the Cheeks and the Palate, 
and is elaborately carved for the Reception of 
the Tecth. The fifth helps to make the Noſe. 
The {xth with arother Bone along wiih it ter- 
minates the extremiry oi the Palate: And all 
theſe arc jotncd rather by a plain Line than by 
Sutures. The /orer ]:w at riper Years grows 
into one continued Bone, extream hard, and 
thick, and conſequently very ſtrong : It has 
two Preceſſes, one acute, called Coroxe, the 
other 
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other in the form of a little Head, called Con- 
dylus. It has two Holes within, and as many 
without which make way for the Nerves ; the 
under Teeth are implanted in it, and it is joyn- 
ted with the inner fide of the Bone of the Tem- 
ples called Os petroſum. 

Mania, a ſort of Madneſs, is a deprivation 
of Imagination and Judgment, with great Rage 
and Anger, but without a Feaver and Fear : It 
proceeds from ſulphureo-ſaline Animal Spirits, 
like Aqua ſtygia, which cauſe ſtrange furious 
Impulſes in the Body, not by conſent of Parts, 
but by their own Strength. 

Manica Hypocrats, is a woollen Sack, in form 
of a Piramide, wherewith Aromatick Wines, 
Medicines, and other Liquors arelſtreined. 

Mamiodes is a Phrenſy, like the Madneſs which 
is meant by ama. 

Manipulws is a dry Meaſure, uſual with Phyſi- 
cans in their Preſcriptions ; for it 1s a determi- 
nate quantity, to wit, as much as can be held 
in one hand ; meant for the moſt part of Herbs. 
Faſciculus is a ditterent quantity from Mani- 
pulue, an handful, for it properly ſignifies an 
arm-full. 

Manus Chriſti is a ſort of Sugar, fo callcd be- 
cauſe it is put into Cordials for very weak 
People. 

Maraſmodes is a Feaver which at laſt endsin a 
Conſumption. 

Mariſca, the ſame that F:cus, 

Marmaryge are the Gliſtenings and Corruſca- 
tions Of the Eyes. 


Marmelata. 
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Marmelata, Marmelage, is the Juice of Quin- 
ces condenſated into a Gelly with Sugar ; and 
is either plain or fpiced, for the uſe of Families, 

Marmorata aurium, Far-wax, 1s a certain Ex- 
crement of the Ears, laid there in the auditory 
Pallage from the openings of the Arteries, or 
{ſweat out from the Cartilages. 

Maſſeteres are Muſcles of the lower Jaw, pro- 
duced from the upper, and the jugal Bone, they 
are connected to the lower Jaw, and can move 
it right-ſide, left-ſide, and forward by reaſon of 
the various Diſpoſition of Fibres. 

Maſticatio, chawing, is an Aftion whereby we 
mince the Meat, and mix it with the Spittle 
cated Juice in the Mouth. 

Maſticatorium 1s a Medicine . which is maſti- 
to provoke ſpitting, 

Maſtoides are Proceſſes like Breafts or Dugs, 
which from a broad Baſis end in an obtuſe top, 
and are ſhaped like Tears in a Cows Udder : Alfo 
Muſcles which bend the Head, proceeding from 
the Neck-bone and the Breaſt-bone, termina- 

ting in the Proceſs Mammiform:s, 1. e. like a Dug 
or Pap. ; 

Naſtos, the ſame that Mamma. 

Later dra is a Membrare which Iicks cloſe 
Lo the Scull within in ſome places, and mediate- 
ly covers both the Brain and Cerebellum, or little 
Brain ; it has four Cavities which ſupply the 
place of Veins, and come together betwixt the 
Brain and Cerebellrm, which Conjundtyon Here- 
phils calls torex/ar. 

Aatcr tens is a Membrane which immediate- 
Iy clothes the Brein and Cercbellum, extreamly 
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fall of ſanguinary Veſlels, made to Keep in the 
Spirits generated in the Brain and Cerebellux, 
that they fly not away. 

Matracium 1s nothing but a little Sack, where- 
in is calcined Tartar or the like, pricked here 
and there for the emiſſion of Liquor. 

Matrix, the ſame that Uterns, . 

Maxilla ſuperior, the upper Jaw-bone, has 
eleven Bones belonging to it, five on each ſide, 
and one without a tellow. 1. In the leſſer Cor- 
ner of the Eye. 2. In the greater Corner of 
the Eye. 3. Which is the greateſt of all, con- 
ſtitutes the whole Palate, and contains the up- 
per Teeth. 4. With its Partner conſtitutes the 
ridge of the Noſe. 5. Is placed at the extrec- 
mity of the Palate, where the Holes of the No- 
ſtrils tend towards the upper part of the Gul- 
let : Sec Mandibula. 

Macxilla inferior, the lower Jaw-borne is that 
which contains the under-Teeth ; it has a Pro- 
ceſs on each ſide, the foremoſt, called Corone, 
the hinder Condylus. 

Meatus auditorius, the auditory Paſſage begins 
from the Cavity of the inner part of the Ear, 
and isclothed with a thin Skin as far as the brim 
of the Tympanum, or drum of the Ear : It's uſe 


15 to receive the Air and audible Specics, and to q 


contain the Ear-wax. 

Meatus urinarins, {ce UOrethra. 

Meconium, Opiate, or the condenſed Juice of 
Poppies. Alſo the Excrements of a Ferns, 
which ſtick to the Inteſtines after the Birth, 
ſo called from the Blackneſs of Poppy-Juice. 

Meconelogia 1s a Deſcription of opinmm. 
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Mediana Vena is the middle Vein in the bend- 
ing of the Cubit betwixt the Cephalick and Ba- 
ſilick : It is ſafely opened, becauſe there?s nei- 
ther Nerve nor Artery under It. 

Mediaſtinum is a doubling of the Membrane of 
the ſides, which divides the Lungs and other 
Viſcera of the Breaſt into two parts. It pro- 
ceeds from the Vertebres of the Back, and go- 
ing on forward reaches the Breaſt-bone, and 
makes this Partition. 

Medicamentum, a Medicine, is a convenient 
help, whereby Diſeaſes are repelled for the re- 
covery of Health ; and it 1s either atal, which 
affe&ts the Body at firſt touch with that Quali- 
ty it is endowed with, as hot Iron, cold Water: 
Or potential, whoſe Efficacy is nor perceived til 
it be ſtirred up from ſome ſtay in the Body, a; 
Pepper, Raddiſh,ſharp Salts, &c. Again, a Me- 
dicine is endowed with firſt, or ſecond, or 
third Qualities, all which depend upon the Tem- 
perament and the various Motion of Particle; 
in our Bodies. Medicine 1s threefold, Chy- 
rurgery, Phylick, ſtriftly ſo called, and Diet. 

Medicina, Phyſick, is an Art aſſiſtant to Nx 
rure,and preſerving Health in Human Bodies a; 
much as is poſſible by convenient Remedies. 
Senertus and others rightly divide it into fc 
parts : 1. Phyſ#ologia, which treates of Human 
Conſtitution, as it 15 ſound and well, to which 
belongs Anatomy too. 2. Pathalogia, which 
treats of the preternatural Conſtitution of our 
Bodies. 3. Semzotica, which treats of the ſigns 
of Health and Diſeaſes. 4. Hyzzeina, which 
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the Preſervation of Health. 5. Therapentica, 
which teaches Diet, Chyrurgery, and Medicine. 
The general Diviſion of Phylick is only into 
two parts; the Theory and the Praitice ; the 
Subject of Phyſick is human Body, as curable ; 
and its end and deſign Health. Hippocrates calls 
it a long Art, and Paracelſ«s a ſhort one ; and 
certain Arabians a little one, but in redlity it is 
a long, a great, and noble Arr. 

Medicinalts dies, ſee Criticidies. 

Medicus, a Phyſician, is a Man highly skilful 
in the art of Phyſick, modeſt, ſober, and cour- 
teous. Scalger deſcribes a Phyſician thus, That 
he ought to be a learned, honeſt, mild, dili- 
gent, a fortunate Man, and of ripe Years, one 
that relies upon God, not arrogant with his 
Knowledg, Labour or Succeſs, nor covetous. 

Medins Venter ; ſee Thorax. 

Meaulla in Mineralogia in the Deſcription of 
Minerals, is that ſoftiſh part which is found in 
ſome Stones in Phyrologia, or Deſcription of 
Plants, it ſignifies the middle, ſofter and more 
excellent part, which they call alſo Cor and 
Matrix. 

Meanlla cerebri is a white ſoft Subſtance, cove- 
red on the out-iide with the barky Subſtance, 
which 1s more of an aihy Colour ; it makes that 
which 1s cailed the Corpus calloſum, or callous Bo- 
dy,within : Imagination and the Diſtribution of 
Animal Spirits are performed there. Mal- 
pichws allerts that it conliſts of innumerable 
I hreds or Filamerts., 

Megul!a eblongata is the beginning of the Spi- 
11 Marrow, whence ariſe the Nerves within 
the 
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the Scul, it deſcends to the Os ſacrum, through 
the Hole of the hinder part of the Head and the 
Vertebres. It ſends out ten pair of Nerves to 
the Cheſt, the Abdomen, and the Limbs. It is 
called alſo the common Senſory, becauſe that 
where the Original of the Nerves 1s, there is the 
common place of the Reception of Species from 
the external Senſes. 

Medulla Ofſium, Marrow in the Bones, is a 
fat Subſtance laid up in the Cavities, or Poro- 
ſities of the Bones by the Arteries ; It is kept ig 
a Membrance, and is quite deſtitute of all Senſe; 
itis red in the greater Cavities, white in the 
lefs, ſoft and ſucculent in ſpungy Bones. We 
may imagine likewiſe,that it 1s but a ſweating of 
the Bones, in that they receive more ſulphure- 
ous fat Matter than they can convert into Nou- 
riſhment, which afterwards flows to the inner 
part of the Bones by Duttas's and little Ca- 
vities for that purpoſe, after that is received by 
the Veins, and communicated to the Blood. 

Medulla ſpinals, the ſpinal Marrow, or the 
tail of the Brain, is that part which goes down 
the middle of the Back by the Vertebres, and i; 
terminated at the Os ſacrum; it is alſo of the ſame 
nature and uſe with the Brain; it is a Coagmen- 
tation of Nerves, and has the uſe of them; 
npwards it is forked ; hence if either party bc 
obitrutted there ariſes a Palſy of one ſide. Ir 
ſends out thirty pair of Nerves on each lide to 
the Limbs, great Cavities, and other parts of the 
Body. If it be waſhed with a convenient Li- 
quor, it twill ſever into a great many little 
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Megaloſphlanchnus is one who has great ſwell. 
ing Bowels. 

Mela is a Chyrurgeons Inſtrument, called, Spe= 
cillum , the vulgar call it Tenta, a Tent, from 
trying. It is made for the moſt part ot Silver,or - 
Ivory, and that to probe Ulcers, or to draw 
the Stone out of the Yard, &c. It is of different 
Shapes according as it is differently uſed. 

Melanagoga are Medicines that expel black 
Choler, 

Melancholia is a Sadneſs without any evident 
Cauſe, whereby People fancy terrible and ſome- 
times ridiculous things to themſelyes : It pro- 
ceeds from the Degeneracy of the Animal Spirits 
from their own {pirituous faline Nature into 
an Acide, like the Spirit of Vitriol, Box-tree, 
Oak, &c. Allo it is called black Choler, or 
black Blood, Aduſt, and Salino-ſulphureons, 

Melas, ſee in Alphm. 

Melicers is a Tumour ſhut up within a Tu- 
nick, proceeding from matter like Honey, with- 
out Pain, round, yieldipg if preiled, but quickly 
returning again. It ſeems to proceed from 
Lymphatick Particles which do. not circulate 
right, and which when the Moiſture is evapo-, 

ated, leave a honyiſh-kind of Subitance. | 

Melicrarum is a Drink made of one part Ho-- 
ney, and eight parts Rain-water. 

Membrena is a nervous, fibrous, broad, pl mn, 
white, and dilatable Subſtance, which covers 
the Bowels, the great Cavities of the 5ody, the 
Muſcles, &c. and is endowed with an exqut- 
lite Senſe, 
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Membrana carnoſa, the ſame that Parniculus 
Ccarnoſus. 

Membrana Urinaria, the ſame that Allantors, 

Membrum, a Member, is an organical Body, 

' made up of ſeveral ſimilar parts, deſigned for 
the performance of voluntary Ations. 

Memoria,Memory.is the retention of Marks or 
Footſteps impreſled in ſeveral places in the 
barky Subſtance, or folding Fibres of the Brain 
by the motion of Objefts. Memory reſides in 
the ſubſtance of the Brain, called Corticals, like 
Bark. 

Mendoſa Sutura, or Squammea, is a ſcaly Con- 
nexion of Bones, as may be ſeen in the Bone of 
the Temples, and the Bone of the fore part of 
the Head. 

Meningophylax is that which preſerves the Me- 
ninx or Membrane of the Head, as thin Gold or 
Silver Plates, which are applied when the Skull 
1s opened. 

Meninx, ſce Mater dura & tenutss. 

Menſa is the broader part of the Teeth called, 
Grinders, which chaws and minces the Meat» 

Menſes, the Courſes, are Excretions af Blood 
every Month from the Womb, and not from its 
Neck or Paſlage called Vagina. The cauſe thereof 
conſiſts in a fermentative Matter,generated in the 
Subſtance of the Womb ; or a ſeminal Matter, 
infuſed into the Blood from the Teſticles, or 

Ovaria in a Woman, which being mixed with 
the maſs of the Blood, ferments it into ſuch a 
motion, that it is forced to diſcharge it ſell 
every Month. They begin uſually when young

Metaſyncrifis is the Operation of a Medicine 
externally applied, which fetches out the Hu- 
mours from their cloſeſt Receiles. 

Metatarſwus are the five little Bones of the 
Foot, connected to the Bones of the firlt part 
of the Foot, which immediately ſucceeds the 
Leg. 

Methodica Medicina is that which was inver- 
ted by Theniſon Laodicew. and umproved by 
T heſſalus Trallianus, who ſaid that the Art might 
be learned in ſix Months time. 

Methodus is a part of Phyſick whereby Reme- 
dies are found out by Indications for the Re- 
ſtauration of Health. 

Meropum 1s the Fore-head:” 

Metrenchyta is an Inſtrument wherewith Li- 
quors are injected into the Womb. 

Mzaſma is a contagious InfeCtion in the Blocd 
and Spirits, as in the Plague and Scurvy. 

Mzcrocoſms, Man 15 called the little World 
as a Compendium of the greater. 

Myer oputhalimus 13 one who has little Eyes from 
his Birth.

Mzſerere mei, or Chordapſus, is a moit vehe- 
ment Pain in the Guts, procecding from an In- 
flaramation of them, or Irvolation and che pe- 
nlitaltick Motion inverſed ; whence the Excic- 
ments are diſcharged by the Mourh, it 1s calcd 
alſo YVoluulus. 

Mztella1s a Swathe that holds up th2 Arm 
when It 1s hurt or wounded, 
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Msva is the Fleſh or Pulp of a Quince boiled 
up with Sugar into a thick Conſiſtence. 

Mzxtura 1s a ſolid or liquid Subſtance mixed 
together of ſeveral Medicines. Mixtures are 
very different according to the ſcope of the 
Phyſician ; they are taken eſpecially in Drops 
or Spoonfuls,and ſometimes in Draughts. They 
are made either of Liquors only, ſuch as are di- 
ſtille& Waters, Spirits, and Oils, any way mix- 
ed together, as Waters with Waters, Oil with 
Oil, Waters with Spirits, &c. or of Liquors 
with convenient Syrups, Pouders, ConfeCtions, 
Opiates, all of them together, or only ſome. 
 Mna, or Mina, an Attick, Maa contains an 
hundred Drams, or twelve Ounces and an 
half; the Roman, ninety ſix Dramis, or twelve 
Ounces ; the Alexandrian, an hundred and fixty 
Drams, or twenty Ounces. 

Moadtolus, Trepanum, or Anabaptiſton, is an In- 
ſtrument which they uſe in profound Corrupti- 
ons, Contuſions, Cuts ard Fractures of Bones, 
not ealily, tho to be, applied ; unleſs, 1. The 
Chips and Prominences of the Bones prick. 
2, When the upper Table is entire, but de- 
preſſed, and the lower broken. 3. When the 
extravaſated Blood would choak a Man with 
Corruption. The manner of pertorating is thus : 
When the Hairs are ſhaven off, the Skin 45 to be 
cut to the Pericraninm, avoiding as prudently 
as may be the Muſcles of the Temples and the 
Sutures, and for this time the Wourd is to be 
hound up, unleſs there be ſo little Blood fpilt, 
that the Membrane, called Pericranium, may at 
the ſ2me time be pulled oft from the Scull : 
'Taen 
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Then after a few Hours you may ſtop the Ears 
of the Patient, and take one of theſe Inſtruments 
called a Maſculine Modiolus, whoſe point 1s to 
be fixed in the Skull, but ſo far off the Fracture, 
that it touch it not, much leſs the Suture, with 
its Teeth; tho ſome never avoid the Sutures, 
and aſſure us that they have perforated them as 
ſucceſsfully as any other part: Then hold the In- 
ſtrument faſt with the left-hand, and turn it 
round with the right, till you have cut out a 
pretty deep Circle : After this take a Feminine 
Modzolus ( which has no point in the middle ) 
and turn it round as before: In the mean time 
take away the Duſt that proceeds from the Per- 
faration, and moiſten the Inſtrument in Oil and 
Water to make it cool and ſlippery : The 
Blood that appears will ſhew that you are now 
gone as deep as the ſecond Table, 5. e. beyond 
the Scull to the Meninx, and then you mult preſs 
very gently, leſt the Membrane of the Brain be 
unadviſedly hurt; when the Bone begins to 
wag, put ſomething in betwixt the ſides of the 
Wound, looſen it, and take it out with a pair 
of Chirurgeons Pincers.

On both ſides it receives the 
Serum from the Glandules which border upon 
the Arteries, and carries it to the little Bodies 
in the Reins called Caruncule Papillares (which 
ſee) that {© it may be diſcharged by the Pelvis, 
the Baſin, the Ureters, the Bladder, &c. 
Nervus, a Nerve, 1s a fibrous, round, long, 
white, porous Subſtance like an Indian Cane, 
which conveys the Animal Spirits to make the 
parts of the Body moveable and ſenſible.

Hearing ; the Parvagam, that which moves the 
Tongue, and the Muſcles of the Neck. The 
Ancients only acknowledg Seven pair within the 
Scull. Below the Scull they reckon Thirty pair ; 
ſeven from the Spinal Marrow in the Neck ; 
twelvefrom the ſame in the Back ; five from the 
Loins, and fix from the Os Sacrum : All the 
Nerves below the Scull proceed from the Spinal 
Marrow, which paſs through the holes in the 
lides of the Vertebres, and are deſigned for the 
uſe of the Limbs and great Cavities. A Nerve, 
a Tendon, and a Ligament are impertinently 
taken for one and the ſame thing by Chirurge- 
00s. 
Neurodes is a ſort of lingring Fever, ſo called

Palme is a Shivering, or palpication of the 
Heart, cauſed by a Convullion, or Irritation of 
the Nerves ; the cauſe whereof conſiſts in the 
Blood or nervous Juice, or in the Water in the 
Membrane that cover the Heart. 

Palpebre are the Coverings of the Eyes, made 
up of a Skin, a fleſhy Membrane, Muſcles, a Tu- 
nick, and another little Skin called Zarſus, with 
Hair upon the uppermoſt Skin : They are «i- 
ther the upper or the'under Eye-lids.

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Palpitatio cordis naturalis, the natural Palpi- 
tation of the Heart, 1s in the Syltole thereof, 
whilſt the Cone and the. Sides are preſs'd toge- 
ther, the Baſis and the Roots of the Vellels,being 
blown up with the Blood that gathers there, 
grows big, and ſwoln.

It is a conelomerated Glandale in the 
Abdomen, placed behind the Ventricle, and 
faſtened to the Gut Duodenum, and reaches as 
fir as the Liver and the Spleen; the Uſe and 
Office thereof is to convey a volatile, Inſipid, 
and Lympharick Juice, or as others will have 
it ( for ?tis a diſputable Point) a ſomething 
acid Juice, by its own Dates to the Gut Duo- 
denum, in order to a farther Fermentation and 
Volatiliſation of the Chyle, and to attemperate 
and allay the Qualities of the Gall : It is the 
bizzeſt Glandule in the whole Body, but bigger 
in a Dog than a Man.

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Panaalea, as the modern Phyſicians call it, is 
the ſame with a ſolid Eleftuary, but that it re- 
mains iatire, for the Sugar being rightly boiled 
is let grow hard ; the Patient takes a piece of it 
like a Lambarive; it only in the ſhape ditfers 
from Rolls and Morſels.

If a Man be 
ſtrong and has taken a Purge, and alſo his Lungs, 
and the reſt of his Entrails be uncorrupted, when 
the Navel doth protuberate, don't look ano- 
ther way, for there you muſt make the Inciiion ; 
don't let Purulency and Water come out both 
together, for that were to kill the Patient, but 
one after the other, as in ſeven days a pound, 
or a pound and an half as the Patient can en- 
dure it : After the Operation 1s finiſhed, draw 
the Wound up with an alitringent Plaiſter : If 
the inward Vellels and Pallages be broke through 
this pricking, it's to no purpoſe to endeayour 
the Cure.

Pyrotica, or Urentia, are Medicines virtually 
hot, which being applied to Human Bodies, grow 
extreamly hot; becauſe that having Particles and 
Pores ſo ordered, that Vapors and Humors in- 
linuatingintothem, the ſubtileMatter finds ſuch 
Pallages,that it being moved extream violently, 

forces certain carthy. hard, and acute Particles, 
which flote in the Pallages, upon the neighbour- 
ing parts with great Impetuoſity, and ſo excites 
an Heat which corrupts, or changes difterently, 
according to the diverſity of its Motion,and the 
Particles which are moved. Such are things 
that cauſe Rednefs, that bliſter, that ripen or 
rot, thatcloſe up and bring Wounds to a Cruſt, 
and that pull Hairs out of the Body.

Remiſſio Febrium, a remitting of Fevers, is a 
boyling down of hot and over-boyling Blood, 
which is Abſolute in intermittent Feyers,and but 
Partial in continued ones. 

Renes, the Reins or Kidneys; there are two of 
them in the Abdomen, placed under. the Liver 
and Spleen; the right Kidney is lower ina Man 
than the left : They are chiefly made up of lit- 

tle 
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tle Channels, or Conduits, which ariſe from the 
Glandules that lye about th Extremities of the 
Arteries, whence they receive the Serum, which 
palles on to the Caruncale, Papillares, or little 
pieces of pappy Fleſh, to the Pelvs, (or Balin) 
to the Ureters, the Bladder, and {o out of 
Doors.

Repellentia are ſuch things as by ſtopping the 
Heat and AMux of Humors, and by ſhutting up 
the Pores with their cold or binding Qualities, 
decreaſe the ſwelling of a part, and drive the 
Humors another way. 

Res naturales,Natural Things are three;Health, 
the Cauſes of Health, and irs Effefts. Others 
reckon ſeven, as the Elements, Iemperaments, 
Humors, Spirits, Parts, Faculties, Actions ; but 
Elements and Temperaments belong to natural 
Philoſophy ; Humors, Spirits and Parts arc 
reckoned amongſt the Cauſes of Health, which 
conſiſt of a good Temperature and a due Con- 
formation ; Faculties and Actions arc compre- 
hended under the Effefts of Health. 

Res non naturales, Things that are not N atural 
are Six : Air, Meat and Drink, Motion and 
Reſt, Sleep and Waking, the AﬀeCtions of the 
Mind, Things that are let out of, and Things re- 
tained in the Body. They are fo called, becaule 
that if they exceed their due Bounds, they often 
occaſion Diſeaſes. 

Res preter Naturam, things beſide Nature are 
Diſeaſes, their Cauſes, their Symptoms and 
Effects. 
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Reſolventia, dillolving Remedies are fuch as 
are apt to dillipate or ſcatter Particles, that are 
driven into the Body or any part of-it, with 
their own ſpirituous aud fulphureous: Parti- 
cles. 

Reſpiratio, Breathing, 18 an alternate Dilata- 
tion and Contraction of the Cheſt, whereby the 
nitrous Air is taken in by the Wind-Pipe for 
the accenſion of the Blood, and by and by is 
driven out again with other yaporous Effluvi- 
ums. The Cauſe of Reſpiration does not ſeem 
to conſiſt in the Dilatation and. Contrattion of 
the Thorax, as 1s commonly thought, but in-the 
Contraction of the Tunic which coversthe upper 
part of the Oeſophagus and the Wind-Pipe as far 
as its Cloſeſt Recelles. 

Rete mirabile, the wonderful Net, in theBrain, 
is ſo called by reaſon of its admirable Structure;

The Uſe of 
them is to ſupply the place of Veins, for they 
convey the Blood from the Brain and Cerebel/am, 
partly into the Jugular Veins, and partly into 
the Vertebral S:#s's.

Solutio chymica,is a reſolving any Body into its 
Chymical Principles ; _ which are, Spirit, Salt, 
Sulphur, Water and Earth. 

Solutiocontinui,is a Dillolution of the Unity and 
Continuity of the Parts : As in Wounds,Ulcers, 
Frattures, &c. 

Semnambulo, ſee Nottambulo, 

Somnifera, or Sleeping Medicines, are ſuch 
which conſiſting of ferid Sulphureous parts, diſ- 
ſipate and extinguiſh the Animal Spirits, . and 
hinder their increaſe, whence follows Sleep. 

Somnus, Sleep, is a ſtreightning of the Pores 
of the Brain, cauſed by the Relt of the Animal 
Spirits, by which means the outward Senſes ret 
from their Operations. 

' Somnolentia continua, is a conſtant Drouzineſs 
and Inclination to Sleep; this comes t9 paſs 
when the Pores of the-outward or Cortical Sub- 
ſtance of the Brain are quite cloſed up by ſome 
viſcous Matter, ſo that the Animal Spirits can- 
not freely pals.

Tetanus and Spaſmus ; by the former he under- 
ſtands a conitant Contrattion, whereby the 
Member becomes rigid and inflexible ; by the 
latter he underſtands ſudden Concufſions and 
Motions, which ceaſe and return alternately. 

Spatha, is an oblong Inſtrument, broad at the 
lower end : Its Uſe is to take up Conſerves and 
Eleftuaries without fouling the Hands, 

Spathomela, is an oblong, Inltrament, made of 
Silver or Iron, which Chirurgions and Apothe- 
caries uſe. 

Species, or Pouders, are thoſe Simples which 
arcdeſigned to make Compounds with. So Spe- 
cies of Treacle are thoſe Ingredients of which 
Treacle is compounded : By the ſame Name 
are called the Species of ordinary DecoCtions.

(which are accounted the ſ2me) in the Maſs of 
Blood.

called alfo Plumaceols and Plagule. 

Splenica, Splenical Medicines,are ſuch as by at- 
tenuating and volatilizing the groſſer parts, re- 
move the Diſtempers and Obſtruttions of the 
Spleen.

The Cauſe of 
it is, ſometimes a Relaxation or Palſy in ſome 
other Muſcles, which when they are relaxed, 
the oppoſite Muſcles aft too ſtrongly, ſo that 
they draw the part wholly to themſelves, which 
ought to conſilt as it were in an equilibrium 
berwixt both : Yet ſometimes ſuch a permanent 
ContraCtion may proceed,from the Tendons be- 
ing loaded and obſtrufted with ſerous Matter, 
which thereupon grow rigid and ſtiff : This 
Diſtemper is frequent in the Scurvies, that the 
Patient can extend neither Joint nor Limb : The 
Tendons in the Back are ſometimes contracted 
into a round globular Form, which by reaſon of 
ſuch an Aﬀux of Humours upon them, draw the 

"Bones out of their due place, and cauſe an hun- 
ched Back, or a ſtooping and bending of it : It 
is uſually diſtinguiſhed into Un:verſal, of which 
there are three ſorts, Emproſthotonos, Opiſthotonos, 
and Teranos, properly ſocalled ; and Particular,

Thyroides Glandule,are two,of a viſcous, ſolid, 
bloody : Subſtance, wonderfully adorned with 
Veſſels of all ſorts, arid hard Membranes, almoſt 
of the bigne(s and ſhape of an' Hen's Epg, fitu- 
ate abour'the lower ſeat -of the Laryrx, at the 
ſides of the Cartilages of the Thorax, Cricoides, 
and ſome firlt rings of the Wind-Pipe, upon 
which Parts'rhey unmediately Iycs yet fo as 
they. may:be eaſily ſeparated, unleſs where they 
ſtickfomertiing obltinately, about the beginnin 
and the end:; 'Nature has placed them in thoſ: 
parts, that they may warm them when cold, 
receive faper finous 'Moifture, and contribute to 
the Ornament of the Neck. 

T hyroides,/is the Cartilage, called Scrutiforms, 
of the Larhnx : Alſothe Hole of the Os pubss. 

Tabia,' 'the Leg, the part betwixt the Knee 
and the Ancle. It confilts of two Bones : One 

outward, 
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outward, called Focile minus ; another Inward 
and larger, which has uſurped the Name of the 
whole, and is called Tib:a, Focile majus others 
call it, & Caung major, "The upper, end has a 
Proceſs which is received. by a- Cavity in the 
Thigh, and two oblong Cavities to admit the 
Heads of the Thigh-bong, the Depth of which 
Cavities is encreaſed by a Cartilage that is an- 
nexed thereunto by Ligaments ; This Cartilage 
is movable, ſoft, ſlippery, moiſtened with an 
unCtuous Humour, thick in jts Circymference, 
and ſmaller towards the Center, whence it is 
called Lunata, made like 'an Half-moon ; there 
are rugged ſharp Ligaments before, which En- 
creaſe the Lunary Cartilages.

Tinea, if running Sores in the Head fol of 
little Holes, Called Achores, continue} long, or 
be too ſlowly or 1ll cured, they grow into 7 ne- 
as, cruſty ſtinking Ulcers of the Head, which 
gnaw and conſume its Skin ; therefore it is de- 
fervedly reckoned amongſt the Diſeaſes of Chil- 
dren, but when they are a little grown ; for 
tho Adult Perſons are ſometimes troubled: with 
this Diſeafe, yet they contratted the Rudiments 
and Seeds of it in their Infancy. - It is called

Smoak, or they are put into a Linnen-Bag, and 
then into Wine or other Liquor, that they may 
communicate their Strengyh and Qualities to it. 
Yet ſometimes they are compounded of fome ſort 
of Antidotes, or Counter-poiſons,- and other 
odoriferous things; and of. ſimple Medicines re- 
duced into a Powder, with an Addition of Sugar. 
In the making theſe, they commonly take one 
Ounce of Sugar to every Dram. of Ingredient, 
eſpecially thoſe which are bitter and unpleaſant.

Men its upper part is as thick as the breadth of 
a Straw, but the lower twice or thrice as thick 
again :' It is about as broad as the Gut Reftum, 
nervous and wrinkled within : It is perforated 
with a great many little Pores, eſpecially in 
the lower part, about the end of the urinary 
Paſllage. 

Vaginal tunica, ſee Elythroides,

Vaboule, Valves, are alſo found in the Inte» 
ſtines, in the ſmall and great Guts, eſpecially in 


the Fejunum, and about the beginning of the 
Henm, which are called Semi-circular from their 


Figure. Theſe Valves or Folds grow more and 
more oblique by little and little the nearer you 
come to the eum, and at the beginning of the 
Hlewm they are leſs oblique than farther on. In 
like manner near the end of the Jejunum, they 
are gradually more and more diſtant from one 
another ; and ſo in the 1lexm too. At the be- 
ginning and in the middle of the Fejunam, they 
are ſcarce diſtant half a - Thumbs breadth; in 
the /exm a whole Thumbs breadth and more. 
They yield a little if thruſt with your Finger, 
and move here and there: Atthe beginning of 
the Colon there is a fleſhy and circular Valve 

beſides ſeveral others in that Gur. The Uſe of 
them is to ſtop the Mear a little, that it may be 
the better fermented, the Chyle diſtributed, 
the adjacent Parts be cheriſhed with Heat, and 
laſtly, that it aſcends not again.

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Varle, the ſmall Pox, conhſls in a contagi- 
ous Diſorder of the Blood, contracted from the 
Air, or otherwiſe ; accompanied with a conti- 
nued wandring Fever, which ſometimes . in- 
creaſes, ſometimes decreaſes, with a Pain in-the 
Head apd Loins, Anixety and Inquietude, and 
with a breaking forth of Pimples or Wheals, 
which ſwell and tuppurate. The famous Willis 
attributes the Cauſe of this Diftemper to ſome 
y.and fermentative Matter, which, is com- 
mugicated to. the Fetw-, together with the, 
Nouriſhment, from the Womb; but how this. 
can, hold in Adult, Perſons, whoſe Blood has 
undergone ſo many Alteratians, 1 could never 
yet underſtand from his Writings. It ſeems ra- 
ther to conſiſt in a depraved Temperature of 
Air, with a peculiar Diſpoſition of the Blood 
and the nervous Juice towards this Diſtemper. 
This poyſonous Quality of the Air firſt infects 
the nervous Juice (whence proceeds the Pain 
of the Head and Loins) wherewith the Blood 
boils and ferments, aid parts into little Pieces 
or Clots, which in the Courſe of Circulation 
ſtick to the outward Parts, and to the inner /*/- 
ceratoo; after a while they grow ripe and ſup- 
purate. N

Ventriculus, the Stomach, is a membranous 
Bowel in the Abdomen, under the Diaphragme, 
betwixt the Liver and the Spleen, conſiſting of 
four Tunicks; a nervous, fibrops, glandulous, 
and membranous one : It has two Orifices, ore 
on the Right-hand, called Pylorys or Fanitor, 
whercat the Meat is ſent out into the Guts ; 
another on the Left-hand, at which the Meat 
enters : Its Office is to concoCt or ferment the 
Meat ; It 1s called alſo Stomachus and Aqua- 
konlus. 

Ventriculs cerebri,, the Ventricles of the Brain, 
arc four ; the Uſe of them 15 to receive the fe- 
rous Humours, and to bring them by the Pelv: 

: ; to 
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to the Pituitary Glandule z or into the Proceſhs 
mammullares by the Os cribriforme to the No- 
ſtrils. They are nothing but Complications 
of the Brain, which happened there as 'twere 
by accident. 

Vemriculi cordss, the Ventricles of the Heart, 
are two; the firſt or Right Ventricle receives 
the Blood from the Vena cava, and ſends it to 
the Lungs ; the Left receives the Blood from the 
Lungs, and ſends it through the whole Body 
by the Arteria Aorta : In the Syſtole or Con+ 
traction of the Ventricles the Blood is {ent out ; 
In the Diaſtole or Dilaration it 1s let znto the 
Heart : Yet others explain it on the contrary, 
becauſe they underſtand not Greek.

Ulna, or Focile mſi is the greater Bone be- 
twixt the Arm and the Wriſt, which is jointed 
upward with the Shoulder by Ginglimes ( which 
ſee, ) and therefore it has there both Procelles 
and Cavities.: Two oblong Proceſles, and as it 
were triangular, and rugged, that the Liga- 
ments may knit it ſtrongly. The fore-moſt 
and upper-molt is leſs, and goes into the Cavity 
of the Shoulder : The backward Proceſs is 
thicker- and larger, ends in an obtuſe Angle, 
and enters the hinder Cavity of the Shoulder ; 
the. Latines call it G:bberus: In the middle of 
theſe there's a great Cavity like a Semicircle. 
It has yet another external lateral Cavity for 
the Head of the Radix, or lelſer Bone of the 
Cubit; it is joynted at the lower end with 
the Wriſt, both by a Cartilage in the middle, 
and by an acute Proceſs, and therefore called

Where they begin,there 
you find certain nervous Fibres like ſo' many 
ſmall Nipples lengthened, the lengthened parts 
whereof are ſeen as far .as the Nall : If they be 
farcibly torn off, they leave divers Holes, ſo 
that the Horney Subſtance of the Nails looks 
like a Net. Under the Nails there is a pappy 
ſort of Body, which has its Vellels of Excretion.
